A spokesperson for Northern said: “Shortly 
before 10pm on Friday 7 May the driver of 
the Preston to Ormskirk service reported 
striking a person on the tracks near to Orm- 
skirk station. Emergency services attended.”

Independents set to 
hold sway on local 
authority after 
election shake-up

LABOUR has lost overall control of West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council after losing three seats 
in last week’s local elections. 

While Labour remain the party with most seats on 
26, the Conservatives gained a seat to bring their 
total up to 20, and Our West Lancashire also gained 
a seat to bring their total up to seven. 

The elections also saw an Independent councillor 
win a seat in Sklemersdale, the first non-Labour 
councillor elected in the town for decades. 

It means Labour no longer has a majority and 
therefore the ability to automatically form its own 
cabinet. 

Instead, it must form an alliance with another 
party, attempt to run a minority leadership or form 
a cross-party working relationship. 

Party leaders will hold a meeting on how to move 
forward on Wednesday, May 19, with the leader of

the independent party, Our West Lancashire, Coun- 
cillor Adrian Owens calling for an all-party 
executive to run the local authority. 

Labour leader Councillor Ian Moran said the res- 
ults were “disappointing but not unexpected taking 
into account the national picture.” 

He added: “West Lancashire Labour group intends 
to continue if possible to lead and run this council in 
the best interests of its people and its residents. 

“The next 12 months and beyond are going to be 
focused on rebuilding and strengthening our com- 
munities and our businesses post Covid. 

“We look forward to realistic and serious sugges- 


tions and ideas from everyone.” 

Before Thursday Labour had 29 seats on West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council, the Conservatives had 19 
and Our West Lancashire had six. 

Labour lost one of their seats in Skelmersdale, 
which is usually a stronghold for the party. James 
Upjohn (Independent) was elected to the Ashurst 
ward with 1,162 votes, with Labour’s Margaret 
Blake coming second with 608 votes. 

Our West Lancashire took the Burscough West seat 
from Labour. George Clandon was elected with 649 
votes, Labour’s Andrew Pritchard was second with 
507 votes. 

The Conservatives gained the Halsall seat from 
Labour. The Conservative’s Denise Hirrell took 322 
votes, and David Heywood (Labour) was second 
with 149 votes. 

Councillor David Westley Conservative leader, 
said: “I was delighted with the outcome of what was 
a hard fought campaign. 

“With West Lancs now a hung council, I am hope- 
ful that we can now cut waste and introduce the 
efficiencies to preserve essential frontline services” 

Our West Lancashire group chairman, Councillor 
Adrian Owens said: “The clear message from West 
Lancashire voters is that they don’t have confidence 
in either of the two big parties. 

“We are ready to talk to both Labour and Conser- 
vative. No one has a monopoly of good ideas. We

“We offer comics while people are 
waiting rather than the traditional 
magazines and we even have a sweet 
bowl with the Joker’s face on it!” 


A WEST Lancashire police chief has 
spoken about a new initiative which 
has been launched to target organ- 
ised crime based on community 
intelligence. 

Operation Hera is on-going, and 
will run bi-monthly in a bid to make 
sure crime is reduced on the streets of 
the borough. 

Police had a test run before carrying 
the first stage of the operation which 
saw 120 cannabis plants taken from 
an address on the High Street, 
Skelmersdale. 

West Lancashire Geographic 
Inspector, Danny Clough, said: “In 
West Lancashire there is a certain 
feeling that the police are not doing 
enough. This operation is to let 
everyone know that we are working 
for them and listening to communit- 
jes. 

“The aim of the operation is to 
bring back communities, and make 
people living in those areas feel safe. 
Families can then go about their busi- 
ness, feel safe, and are confident 
enough to challenge that criminal 
activity.” 

Operation Hera will be in particular 
targeting drug crime in Skelmersdale 


and police believe Ormskirk’s roads 
are used for transporting drugs. 

Insp Clough added: “All sorts of 
criminal activity is drug related. For 
example, a criminal may steal a car to 
facilitate drug use. We will be target- 
ing offenders, bringing them to 
justice, and preventing this type of 
criminal activity. 

“We also want to stop the flow of 
drugs into West Lancashire and help 
the community create a safe area for 
themselves.” 

Police believe that drug use and 
drug supply issues are linked to Mer- 
seyside, and they are trying hard to 
stop that from occurring.

A NEW online support group is being launched 
next week to help people living in West 
Lancashire with dementia, their families and 
carers, to socialise, get access to services and 
enjoy entertainment and guest speakers. 

The new group has its first meeting on Wednesday, 
May 19 at 2pm. 

It is being led by Age UK Lancashire’s Dementia 
Community Links team with support from local 
organisations, who provide services for people and 
families affected by dementia or who have memory 
concerns. 

Peter Holton from Age UK Lancashire said: “We 
are launching the Dementia Hub online as we iden- 
tified a need over the last year of people still 
wanting the chance to socialise and access support. 

“We had a similar hub in Lancaster during the pan- 
demic and are now able to offer one to people living 
in Chorley, South Ribble and West Lancashire”. 

The online Hub is accessed via Zoom, with the Age 
UK Lancashire team able to support people who per- 
haps don’t have access to the internet or people who 
may not know how to set themselves up on Zoom. 

Peter Holton added: “We know some older people 
may not have access to the internet but hope that 
their family members or friends could work with us 
to help them get set up and be given the opportunity 
to join our Hub. We would encourage anyone to get 
in touch with us if they are interested in joining the 
Hub so we can help them.” 


The ‘Dementia Hub’ is an online group 


The Dementia Hub launches on Wednesday, May 
19 at 2pm until 3.30pm. It will then run on the third 
Wednesday of each month, with people encouraged 
to join each one. The Hub will give people the 
opportunity to socialise, which has not been easy 
over the last 12 months. 

Peter Holton said: “It will be great to have as many 
people as possible joining in and I know they will 
enjoy and benefit from it. 

“If you don’t want to chat you don’t have to, you 
can just sit back and listen to the information. We 
don’t want anyone to feel they have to talk if they 
are not comfortable with that.”

More lockdown 
rules set to be lifted 
on Monday, May 17 


Next stage of ‘roadmap, due to come into force 


PUBS can open indoors, 
people can meet in groups of 
30 outdoors and theatres will 
reopen under the next phase 
of lockdown easing, due to 
come into force next week. 

These are just some of the new 
rules as part of the next phase of 
the ‘roadmap for lifting lock- 
down’, which is set to come into 
force on Monday, May 17, with 
West Lancashire residents and 
businesses to enjoy some more 
freedoms! 

If the government sticks to its 
plan, then from Monday, May 17 
more rules will be eased across 
England, which includes people 
being able to meet in groups of 
up to 30 outdoors and six people 
or two households now able to 
meet indoors. 

There will also be a huge boost 
for the hospitality industry, as 
pubs, restaurants and other hos- 
pitality venues will be able to 
welcome customers indoors. 

Some of the other plans include: 

@ Domestic overnight stays

AUGHTON Lawn Tennis Club 
has submitted plans to replace 
three of its lawned courts with 
two all weather surface 
courts. 

Officials at Granville Park 
based club, say its membership, 
has increased in recent years 
especially with younger players 
through a coaching scheme.

The club states that it hopes the council will recog- 
nise the contribution that the club makes and, “will 
be able to respond favourably to this application.”

Nationally there are 2,030 children looking for new 
homes, and 44 per cent of those are brothers and sis- 
ters. Groups of two or more children take 135 days 
(36 per cent longer) to be adopted than individual 
children.

DESPITE the recent easing of national lockdown 
restrictions, many parents of neonatal babies in 
the North West continue to face significant 
challenges in being with their premature or sick 
baby. 

Before the pandemic parents typically had unres- 
tricted access to their baby 24 hours a day, with 
neonatal units encouraging full participation in 
care giving. But in the past 12 months, parental 
access at many units has been restricted, with par- 
ents often unable to attend the unit together, and 
some having limits imposed on the length of time 
they can be with their baby. 

Restrictions vary from unit-to-unit and the pic- 
ture across the UK is extremely varied, with some 
units continuing to facilitate full parental presence 
and involvement in their baby’s care. Policies have 
also changed over time, depending on national 
COVID-19 restrictions and local infection rates. 

As part of this year’s Maternal Mental Health 
Awareness Month, taking place throughout May, 
Bliss Baby Charity is raising awareness of new 
research which shows the devastating impact of 
these restrictions. Parents whose babies required 
neonatal care during the COVID-19 pandemic have 
told them how they struggled to access mental 
health support and experienced high levels of isola- 
tion. 

In a Bliss survey of more than 500 parents of 
neonatal babies born in the past 12 months, 92% of 
parents said they felt isolated and 69% said their 
mental health has become worse following their 
neonatal experience. 

Now the team at Bliss are calling on NHS England

on neonatal units 


to introduce a National Roadmap for a return to 
usual 24/7 parent access on neonatal units as a 
matter of urgency, and to work with NHS Trusts in 
the North West and beyond to implement it consist- 
ently across the country. 

A Bliss spokesperson said: “Parents with a 
neonatal experience are already at a high risk of 
experiencing mental health difficulties, and many 
parents feel they have not been able to get support 
for their mental health and wellbeing while their 
baby is in neonatal care. 

“Parents are the most important people in their 
baby’s lives and unit access restrictions have had a 
substantial impact on families. The implications on 
family bonding and mental health will be felt long 
into the future. 

“Our smallest and sickest babies need their par- 
ents at their side to give them the best chance of 
survival and quality of life.”

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Villagers’ memories 
of Second World War 
are told in new book 


MEMORIES of the Second World War in Appley 
Bridge is the subject of a new book by three 
local people with contributions from the vil- 
lage’s residents. 

The book is called Appley Bridge and the Second 
World War and is a collaboration between Anne 
Fletcher, Steven Smith and Barbara Dix. 

Anne said: “We have had lots of local contribu- 
tions and it is amazing how much material about 
the village and the war has been uncovered.” 

The three had already published a short book to 
commemorate the 100th Anniversary of Armistice 
Day in 2018 called Appley Bridge Remembers - 
Centenary of Armistice Day (1918-2018)’ which 
gave brief histories of everyone in the village who 
fought in that war and did not return. 

Steven Smith said: “The Second World War being 
more recent meant it was not only in some people’s 
living memory, but much more material was at 
hand such as blackout restrictions, identity cards, 
fire watching duties, food rationing, air raid shel- 
ters, evacuees moving to the village fleeing city 
bombardment, the local Home Guard, War Ship 
Weeks, local munitions production, those who 
fought and did not return, stories from those of the 
village who were PoWs, and much, much, more. 

“The book was written over a six-month period, 
to be released on VE Day 2020, but unfortunately 
Covid19 made that impossible. 

“Given many local people have contributed to 
this publication, it was important the book be 
released as soon as possible, and given it was spe- 
cifically written as a VE Day publication it was 
important to release it on the following VE Day 
2021.”

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MP joins campaign calling 
on government to fund 
research on brain tumours

WEST Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has 
joined more than 112,000 people 
affected by brain tumours, who are 
demanding action from the government 
to fund research to help find a cure. 

They have signed a petition created by 
the charity Brain Tumour Research, calling 
for increased investment in scientific 
research to bring parity of funding with 
other cancers such as breast and leuk- 
aemia. 

A report circulated to MPs highlights the 
fact that brain tumours kill more children 
and adults under the age of 40 than any 
other cancer. Historically, just 1% of the 
national cancer spend has been allocated 
to this devastating disease. 

The charity says that since 2002, when 
cancer spend records began, £680 million 
has been invested in breast cancer while 
just £96 million has been spent on 
researching brain tumours; a difference of 
£35 million a year over 17 years. 

This disparity continues with brain 
tumour research spend continuing to 
receive £35 million a year less over the last 
three years. 

In its Petition Report, Level Up and Stop 
the Devastation, the charity is calling on 
the Government to: 

Introduce a new brain tumour research 
levelling up fund of £105 million 

Increase the national investment into 
brain tumour research to £35 million a 
year

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper com- 
mented: “Further funding needs to be 
provided to medical research charities like 
Brain Tumour Research who are working 
to find cures for long term illnesses such as 
tumours. 

“It is heart-breaking to hear the stories 
from those with brain tumours and their 
families and those who have lost loved 
ones. 

“Research funding for brain tumours 
needs to be increased to at least match the 
funding levels provided to other long term 
illnesses.” 


Prime Minister Boris Johnson has 
already confirmed he will receive the 
report from Derek Thomas, MP for St Ives. 

Speaking at Prime Minister’s Questions 
(Wednesday, March 24) the PM said he 
looked forward to meeting with Mr 
Thomas, who is Chairman of theAll 
PartyParliamentary Group on Brain 
Tumours once it was “safe to do so.” 

The PM told the Houseof Commons that 
the Government had already promised an 
investment of £40 million but campaign- 
ers point out that, three years into the five- 
year period over which the funds had been 
promised, just £9 million has been alloc- 
ated. 

Speaking as the report was launched, Mr 
Thomas said: “I am proud to continue to 
champion the cause for an increase in 
investment into brain tumour research. 

“I never fail to be moved by the stories of 
families who have lost loved ones to this 
terrible disease and to patients themselves 
who show such bravery and commitment 
to finding improved outcomes for others 
and, ultimately, a cure. 

“It is a great honour to be working with 
the charity Brain Tumour Research and I 
am looking forward to presenting this Peti- 
tion Report, calling on the Government to 
match brain tumour research funding with 
other devastating cancers, to the Prime 
Minister. 

“We know through Covid that properly 
funded research really can bring improve- 
ments in care, treatment and a cure. More 
than 100,000 people have signed this peti- 
tion and are demanding action. It’s time 
for a cure.”

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Heartless fraudsters 
target owners of lost 
dogs in new scam 


Police say ‘despicable 
individuals’ claim to have 
missing pets, but want 
money to return them 


Report by Henry James 


POLICE are warning residents about a scam 
currently in operation where owners of lost pets 
are being sent fraudulent messages claiming their 
animal has been ‘dognapped’. 

Dog owners who have posted their contact details 
online when their pet has gone missing have been con- 
tacted by scammers on an unknown number. 

They have said that the victim has a limited amount 
of time - usually a day - to transfer bitcoin or the scam- 
mers will kill their pet. 

At 2.56pm on March 31, police were called by a 
woman in Longridge who had received threatening 
phone calls from a man claiming he had her lost lilac 
and tan French Bulldog Nelly. 

They said they would harm Nelly if she did not pay a 
ransom of £1,000 by 3pm that day. 

In that case the man did not send any proof that he 
had Nelly. 

The victim was then contacted the following day 
with a message stating: “I have your dog. It’s fine just 
scared. Send £450 in bitcoin to this bitcoin wallet or I 
will sell it or whatever. 

“When you pay send your address and I'll drop it off. I 
won't contact you again or reply. 

“This is a throwaway phone. Police can’t help. You 
have until end of Thursday.” 


Nelly 


Itis not clear whether the phone call and the message 
came from the same individual. Nelly is still missing. 

Lancashire Constabulary say they take these 
offences, which are classed as blackmail, extremely 
seriously. 

If you receive one of these fraudulent messages, the 
advice is to not respond and call the police. 

Juliet Clark, of Lancashire Constabulary’s Cyber 
Crime Unit, said: “These despicable individuals play 
on the emotions of their victims when they are at their 
most vulnerable. 

“As upsetting and tempting as it is to pay the ransom, 
this is scam. 

“If people are contacted after losing a pet with sim- 
ilar messages, contact police on 101.” 

Anybody with information about the whereabouts of 
Nelly is asked to call police on 101, quoting log 0934 of 
March 31, 2021.

It appears meatballs 
are stopping me from 
saving the planet!

MEATBALLS are preventing me from saving the 
planet. 

I’ve come to this rather worrying conclusion after 
trawling the classified ads to see how little a second- 
hand electric car is going to set me back, and arriving 
at a decade-old Nissan Leaf whose three owners have 
put 93,500 zero emissions miles on its digital odo- 
meter. It looks good, with an MoT until November 
and a full history of it being doted on by Nissan main 
dealers. It’s advertised for £3850, and I reckon if I 
twisted Greta’s arm a little she’d let me leave the fore- 
court for £3500 — but I'd do so in the knowledge that 
meatballs, specifically the Kottbullar variety that 
IKEA do in their on-site cafés, will be tantalisingly out 
of reach. 

Before you write to The Champion’s letters page to 
accuse the bloke who does the motoring column of 
having a downer on electric cars, I'll put it on record 
that I'd happily have a Tesla Model X or a Porsche 
Taycan in my garage, and even own up to having a 
soft spot for Renault’s faintly ridiculous Twizy. 
However I’m also firmly of the belief that you get 
more for your money if you buy secondhand, and that 
you're helping the environment by not using up the 
world’s scant materials by knocking an entirely new 
car together. 

Normally that sort of Man Maths is reserved for cars 
running on deceased dinosaurs, but if you extend that 
logic to electric cars you end up at the decade-old 
Leaf... ... with its decade-old batteries. Back in the 
day Nissan reckoned it was good for 110 miles, but 
after 93,500 miles and ten years of being plugged into 
the mains at the night, its outgoing owner reckons it’ll 


now do just 45, and it could be less if you’ve a heavy 
right foot or it’s a bit cold out. All of which means that 
if I set off from The Champion’s office for Warrington’s 
best-known purveyor of flat-pack furniture to stock 
up on Köttbullar and Billy bookcases, it'd conk out 
somewhere on the M57 on the return trip. 

I’ve heard plenty of horror stories of the batteries 
costing five-figure sums to replace but while the cost 
of electric car tech is going down all the time, it’d still 
cost more than this Leaf’s £3850 asking price to rein- 
vigorate its range to even close to the 110 miles it’d 
cover when new, and I’m not sure that I’d be prepared 
to lavish that much on a decade-old Nissan. This, I 
suspect, it’s why it’s worth barely a tenth of its original 
asking price. 

Sure, I know that for the vast majority of us, two- 
thirds of our journeys are under five miles, and that 
my own mileage has been reduced drastically by 
working from home — but on the few days that I do 
commute it’s a50-mile round-trip. Plenty of new elec- 
tric cars will easily accomplish that, but until the 
cheapo secondhand ones can crack it too, I think it’s 
unreasonable to ask those who can’t afford it to fully 
embrace the nation’s lunge towards zero emissions 
motoring. 

My daily driver is a 22-year-old Toyota that cost a 
quarter what the Leaf does — and it always manages 
the meatball run. Enough said.
